tion of Gen. Grant Tu e-day and Tu esday 
night: 
N e w Y or k, April 8.—The news from the 
bedside of Gen. Grant Tu esday was bad all 
day. 
It began early in the morning with 
the report of a su dden change from the 
worse, which later was fou nd to have bean 
cau sed by the progress of the cancer, de­ 
stroying the walls of an artery and earning 
hemorrhage, by which the patient lost a 
a teacu pfu l of blood. 
This left him mu ch weaker, and du ring 
the day his pu lse varied, while his tem pera­ 
tu re rose to 101. 
Du ring the forenoon Gen. Grant continu ed 
to grow weaker and took food u nder protest. 
There were very few callers du ring the dav 
and no one was allowed to see him except 
Dr. Newman, ex-Senator Chaffee, his physi­ 
cians and memt>ers of the family. 
At ‘J 
o’clock Drs. Barker, .Sands, Shrady an I 
Dou glas fou rjd it was impossible to make a 
thorou gh examination of the patient’s thro at 
owing to 
his 
enfeebled condition. 
All 
agreed th at the general had grown weaker 
since 
the 
hemorrhage, 
and 
that 
no 
change cou ld be made in the mode of treat­ 
m ent 
Ulysses Grant, son of Orville Grant, 
said that it was dou btfu l if the general lived 
throu gh the night. 
He had boen sleeping 
some, and appeared cheerfu l, and wou ld 
occasionally smile to those near him. 
Dr. 
Newman, in conversation with the general, 
told him 'th a t everybody seemed to be his 
friends. 
The general replied: 
“Yes, I have 
also many friends on the other side, and 
they are waiting for me. 
I hope they will 
not have to wait long.” 
The watch u pon the general was kept u p all 
day very closely. 
It was no longer dis- 
pu tedjthatthe cancer had tou ched the danger 
point, the ru ptu re of the artery being one of 
the precu rsors of death. His voice remained 
strong at evening, bu t the fever was not al­ 
layed and tho pu lse flu ttered and fell some­ 
what, 
The physicians were gloomy. 
The 
family had made u p their minds th at the 
end was close. Mrs. G rant had boon so mu ch 
affected tin t she refu sed to take her meals, 
and wou ld not leave the general’s fl(X)r, 
althou gh ¡-he was rarely at his side. 
At 6:2» o’clock, while the genoral was 
awak *, Dr. Shrady retu rned with a lot of 
su rgical instru ments for u se in case of violent 
hemorrhage to prevent death by choking. 
Dr. D mglass was glad to have him back. 
“There is little dou bt,” Dr. Dou glass said, 
“that the end is near. 
I don’t think stimu ­ 
lants will lie u sed hereafter, althou gh they 
may

The swelling of the neck was per­ 
ceptible to Mr. Field. The patient had ju st 
before Mr. Field entered endeavored to walk 
arou nd the room, bu t fou nd his strength u n­ 
eq u al to the exertion. 
Du ring the evening a ru m or gained gen­ 
eral circu lation th at Gen. G rant had had 
a recu rrence of the hemorrhage, an l many 
persons hu rried to the hou se.

the ru mor was withou t fou ndation. 
At 11 
o’clock Gen. Grant was resting easily, and 
the doctors felt confident th at he wou ld live 
throu gh the night.

signed by more than 600 children from 5 to 
18 years of age, was gent to Gon. Grant. 
The lette r| was beau tifu lly written and tied 
with broad, white satin ribbon.

At 4 o’clock p. rn. tho real condition of the 
su fferer became best known throu gh 
a re 
mark of Dr. Shrady. 
Asked for a positive 
statement of the case tho physician an­ 
swered more pointedly than he has at any 
time du ring the case. “ 1 believe that he will 
die beforo midnight. 
He is so worn down 
physically that death may come at any mo­ 
m ent.” A half hou r later the annou ncement 
was made th at reason had been dethroned. 
This was not entirely du e to to the influ ence 
of opiates. 
He talked over some of his 
travels in other lands. 
He chatted with his 
children, in his fever, at the W hite Hou se. 
He conversed with his old cabinet officers 
and now and then he was again on the tented 
field. 
His flight was not of a violent type 
at any time. 
Ho seemed natu ral throu gh­ 
ou t in his actions and his tone.

Ho 
lost the ca-e, however. 
He saw’ beforehand 
that ho wou ld lose it if Frank Grant testi 
fled against his client 
Ho therefore warned 
Grant before tho trial that if he testified he 
wou ld follow him u ntil he su cceeded in plac­ 
ing him in jail. 
Grant not only testified, 
bu t told in cou rt of Hitchcock’s th roat Tho 
cou ntry people wondered a t G rant’s temer­ 
ity. 
Hitchcock at once began to wreak his ven­ 
geance u pon the man. 
Biu ce then ho has 
brou ght twenty-eight law 
su its 
against 
Grant. 
Most of them were withou t any 
fou ndation, and served only to annoy Grant 
anti make him expense. 
In a short time 
Grant’s hard-earned savings, hi*» little home, 
his horse, his stock, everything was gone, 
and at last Hitchcock su cceeded in convict­ 
ing him of theft, and had him sentenced to 
jail for a few months. 
Bu t what crazed G rant and cau sed the 
whole commu nity to despise Hitchcock was 
a story the latter started du ring G rant’s in­ 
carceration, preju dicial to the character of 
Mrs. Grant. 
Grant believed there was no 
rodroas for him in cou rt, for the ju stices 
stood in fear of tho tyrant. 
Wlien liberated 
from jail he mot Hitchcock on the street, 
on March 4, and demanded that he re­ 
tract what ho had mid abou t Mrs. Grant, 
Hitchcock merely repeated his statement. 
He lau ghed in his victim’s face and defied 
him. 
It was then that the hu sband as­ 
sau lted the Yankee. 
Hitchcock was taken 
homo with the u pper part of his body pu m­ 
melled almost to a jslly. 
For two days it was impossible to procu re 
medical attendance for him, so interne was 
the feeling of hatred that lmd spru ng u p 
against him. 
Ha failed rapidly u ntil his 
death. 
There is a feeling of general sym­ 
pathy for Grant, who Is almost a pau |ier.

F >r tho p< nip and trappings of w ar he 
cared, nothing. 
G rant has l>een honored at 
homo and abroad more 
than any other 
Am erican in his lifetim e—one m ight almost 
3ay more ‘lum any other livin g m an ever 
was—yet through it all ho remained }>ers >n- 
a lly the simplest and most unpretentious of 
men 
D uring the w ar, even when com­ 
mand . r-in-ohief, ho went about wearing an 
old slouch hat and a common solctier’j blue 
overcoat, a w orn and dingy one at tuat 
W hen advancing on the rear of Vicksburg 
lie gave orders to bis arm y to 4fcmo\o lignt. 
H is personal exam ple gave emphasis to his 
order. 
The only “ baggage” ho took w ith 
him was a briar-root pipe, a tooth brurn and 
a hora pocket comb. 
A t C ity Point, his headquarters tlio last 
w inter o f the w ar, the General lived in n two- 
room log hut in the greatest possible sim plic­ 
ity. 
Nine-ten*hs of the captains in his arm y 
lived more luxuriously. 
H is food v.a-.» that 
of tho common mess of th© officer.-. 
A huge 
lire was built out doors in front of tho hut 
and before this, wrapped in his old overcoat 
w ith two or three of his stall alx ut him, die 
general liked best of all to sit. 
Towards tl 
last, unknown to himself, these 
devoted 
fricn ls watched him night and day. 
Plots 
against his life had been formed—an att* mot 
to blow up his headquarters w ith i\ torp dt 
had 
almost 
succeeded. 
In

sleep: s, 
and 
sometimes 
sat 
under 
tlw 
star7 
in the cold

till 8 and 4 o’clock 
in the m orning. 
Ilis statT made a private

thxH the trained arm y he led 
The m ilitary geDius that was in him had been 
naturally developed by his four years’ ex­ 
perience of w ar. 
“ Advancem ent came to 
him slowly, n atu rally and reg u larly.” 
The plan of his Richm ond campaign was 
to gradually close in on and w orry and 
starve out Lee’s arm y. 
A t the outset, in tho 
Wilderness, the Confederate general struck 
him a severe blow. H e recovered and pushed 
o n to Spottsyl vania. 
H is idea was not to drive Lee into Rich­ 
mond, but to keep him out of it. 
He said: 
“ It w ill bo better to keep the enemy out of 
tho intrenchments of Richm ond than to have 
diem go back there.” 
H e gave orders mean- 
ame fo r Sheridan to keep the V alley of \ ir- 
rinia a barren wasto till the end of the war. 
t was there Lo© drew much of his arm y 
supplies. 
To perm it Sheridan to do this, 
3rant m eant to keep the arm y of lo e con­ 
stantly engaged and worried a t the front, so 
diat nono could be spared to go against 
Sheridan. 
Before Spotteylvania the general sent this 
iispatch back to W ashington: 
“ Tho enemy hold our front in very strong 
force, and evince a strong determ ination to 
mterposo between us and Richm ond to the 
last 
I shall tako no backward steps. * * * 
W e can m aintain ourselves at least, and in 
tho end beat Lee’s arm y, I believe. 
Send to Belle P la in all the in fan try you 
-an rake and scrape. 
W ith present position 
o f the armies, 10,000 men can be spared from 
tho defences of W asliington, besides a ll the 
troops that have reached there since Bura- 
nde’s departure. 
Some m ay also bo brought 
from W allace’s department. 
W e w ant no 
more wagons or artillery. 
“ U . S. Gr a n t , Lieutenant General.” 
It is characteristic. 
No society soldiers 
were left daw dling about W ashington after 
G rant took hold. 
E v e ry man ho could “ rake 
and scrape” was forced to go on duty. 
A t no 
timo does the general appear to have worried 
himself greatly ftbout tho suioty of tho nohlo 
arm v of office holders in Washington. 
A t Spottsyl vania thero was another bloody 
fight between 
Federal 
and 
Confederate. 
G rant sought hero to turn tho enemy’s flank 
on tho road to Richm ond. Ho failed to do so. 
Apparently ho gained 110 advantage. 
Bu t 
a fte r th at encounter ho sat down and wrote 
with compressed lips that dispatch which has 
become historic: 
“ I puri>ose to fight it out on this line if it 
takes a ll summer.” 
It was a t Spottsyl vania that Gen. Hancock 
mado one of his most famous and brillian t 
charges. 
O nly stopping to tako tim e to pull 
liis arm y into fighting trim G ran t pushed on 
to N orth Anna. 
Ho was stopped again by 
tho skillful movements of Lee. 
Tho man 
w hom nothing could discourage changed his 
direction again and marched his arm y to 
Cold H a rb o r. Loo was already intrenched 
thero in readiness. 
G ran t made an assault 
on his works. 
It was unsuccessful. 
The 
reader w ho remembers tho newspapers of the 
timo w ill recall ilia t wise editors mado some­ 
times this rem ark: 
“ G rant ilo s not know 
when he is whipixjd.” Bo me, too, who had 
yet faith in him, quoted a saying of the Gcn- 
w iio on one occasion early in 
the 
war. 
Th at saying, along w ith so m any of 
her husband’s, has also 
become historic. 
Said she: 
“ M r. G ran t is a very obstinate 
man.” 
Again no advantage had apparently been 
gained a t Cold Harbor, 
Tho assault was 
made on tho 80th of J i ue; the splendid arm y 
of tho Potom ac had i->w had 80 days of in­ 
cessant fighting. 
A t Cold Harbor G rant lost 
more men thau Lee did. 


capture W ashington? A s usual, that scare 
did not m atter to the im perturbable man at 
the head o f the array. 
H e meant to keep Lee 
busy w'here ho was. 
It w as not Richmond, 
either, a t which ho was aiming. 
It w as Lee's 
array. 
H e meant to m ake the investment of 
Richm ond the siege of an ar.ny rather than 
of a town. 
One curious fact, however, that comes out 
in tho retrospect is that tho north side of 
Richm ond was never really invested by the 
Federal forces. 
From that side the bold Con­ 
federate cavalry continually made dashes, 
“ and swept the valley and beat back the 
Union troops.” 
Thence E a rly threatened 
W ashington. 
G rant, on the other hand, was 
obliged to keep his whole lino of communica­ 
tion open behind him while ho was slowly 
and painfully extending his lines to the south­ 
ward. 
ThisW as tho task before him. 


P ET E R SB U R G . 
“ I w ill have Petersburg secured if pos­ 
sible,” G rant had telegraphed Lincoln. 
He 
indeed got his aim y south of the Potomac 
before a move was made to defend the town. 
Juno 15 th the Federal forces stormed Peters­ 
burg. 
Tho outer works were taken. 
But 
some of G ran t’s subordinates hesitated, de­ 
layed, and the day was lost. Leo seized upon 
the town, and as usual threw up the earth 
intrencVm ents and filled them with his best 
troops, and presented “ a powerful fortress in 
face of the foe.” The opportunity was lost. 
The assault w as continued some time w ith 
tremendous losses. 
B u t on tho 18th G rant 
said: “ A ll has been done that could 1*3 done. 
Now we w ill rest the men and use the spado 
for their protection till a new vein can be 
struck.” 
So once more the arm y of tho Potomac 
went to “ fighting w ith tho spade.” G rant 
was obliged to extend his lines still farther to 
the south. 
Tho “ new vein” the General 
struck was to get possession of th© "W eldon 
railroad. 
Let1’« supplies came by w ay of 
this and of the Southside roads. 
Those roads 
taken, then the Confederate arm y would be 
surely starved out. 
Fo r the possession of these G rant struggled 
more than three-quarters of a year. 
Had he 
not said: “ I shall tako no backward steps’/ 
He got possession of tho V eldon r<>ad 111*81. 
W h a t then/ Once more tho eternal earth­ 
works to tho south. 
Cold weather came, 
and tho soldiers built log huts and went into 
them, w ith G rant’s headquarters still at C ity 
Point. 
W in ter wore aw ay in seemingly 
stiqfid in a ctivity before Richmond. 
Tho 
nation grew weary. 
The only gleam of hope 
it had bad for more than half a year had 
been tho fall of A tlanta, Bept. 3, 1864. 
Th n 
tho people clam ored, “ Sherm an is tho only 
victorious general, tho man to lead our 
armies. 
G ive us Sherman.
